Pool Will Function this Year 


Calgary, Sept. 5.—Last night at 
midnight 546,406 acres were needed to 
be recorded within the next 24 hours 
eH the wheat pqol before reaching its 

jective of 50 per cent. of the acreage 
of the province, amounting to 2,882,- 
392 acres. Officials of the wheat pool 


announced they had recorded the 
largest acreage for several days. 
1,130 contracts, including 106,715 


acres, being received. W. J. Jackman, 
secretary of the pool, reiterated, how- 
ever, that the confidence of the ‘farm- 
ers in the pool warranted the trustees 
work and that the pool would function 
as soon as possible. 

Mr. Jackman said two or three 
farmers had written to the pool ask- 
ing for their contracts back again 
Various reasons which he could not 
divulge, were given by these farmers 
for wishing to withdraw, he said. 
However, these farmers were not a 
drop in the bucket compared to the 
number of farmers who had joined 
the pool and wished it to be continued 
even if the fifty per cent. was not 
obtained, 

Many farmers throughout the prov- 
ince had been holding back from sign- 
ing contracts until they were sure the 
pool would actually function, Mr. 
Jackman said, These farmers had 
been in communication with the pool 
fficials, and were now signing their 

ntracts and were sending them to 
the poo] headquarters.

Mr. Armstrong, raised the question as 
to whether we are not now again des} 
cending iato the valley and are feeling 
the effect of the fog. Are selfish, per- 


sonal and national interests obscuring 
our vision? Are we forgetting our 
so vividly expressed under 
the strain of the Great War. 

Looking out upon the troubled con- 
dition of the world today—it would 
seem as if many had forgotten the 
lessons learned at such an awful cost. 
The League of Nations imperfect as 
it may be in many ways, however giv- 
es us reasons to hope that a practical 
solution may yet be found and a re- 
petition of the dark days of the war 
averted. If we shall continue to hold 
ideals of service and sarcifice, we shall 
still be able to carry on in the spirit 
of those whom we honor in this mem- 
orial service. Referring more particu- 
larly to the present situation in Alber- 
ta, Mr. Armstrong pointed out the 
fact that in the issue which so soon 
comes before the people of Alberta 
for decision, we are challenged to 
show whether we place our personal 
interests, and appetites before the 
welfare of the community at large 
whether we are willing to sacrifice 
that we may serve in the interest of 
those who are weak or who need our 
protection.” 

Mr. A. V. Harris representing the 
Board of Trade spoke briefly express- 
ing the interest of that organization 
in the Memorial Service. 

Captain Yarlett, of the Salvation 
Army also spoke of the great privi- 
lege of joining together to honor the 
memory of the dear boys who had 
made the supreme sacrifice and the

Bullfighting is said to be on the 
decline in Spain. In 1915 there were 
685 contests and last year there were 
only 257. One reason of this loss in 
popularity is the known tastes of 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria. The 
former is known to be particularly 
keen on racing and yachting, and the 
latter, always disgusted with the bull 
fights which she was obliged to at- 


tend for dynastic reasons, has lately/ 
been trying to turn the thoughts of 
the sportloving Spaniards to football 


The King undoubtedly sets the! 
fashion for the aristocracy and the 
aristocracy is aped by people in a 


lower social grade. herefore bull- 
fighting is not as fashionable as it 
was once, and if it loses its prestige as 
a social event it is likely to lose its 
grip as an entertainment. Some otf 
the toreadors themselves have con- 
tributed to the decline of the so- 
called sport. Men long past their 
prime who had won earlier fame 
in the ring, were tempted by the rich 
rewards to return, and the exhibitions 
they gave were not relished by the 
crowd, Such an innovation as padd- 
ing the horns of the bulls so that they 
could no longer disembowel the blind 
folded horses is said to have been con- 
demned as effeminate by the virile 
devotees of the pastime, who, deprived 
of the wonted sight of pools of blood 
and dragging entrails, remain away 
from an entertainment which seems 
to them to have become denatured. 
Probably humane _ considerations 
have played a part in the slow de- 
cay of the bull ring, and if so we must 
vote the Spaniards as being more 
merciful than the Itdlians, the Mex- 
icans and even the Czecho-Slovakians 
The latter are about to adopt bull- 
fighting as their national sport, and 
are erecting huge arenas in the larger 
cities. Vienna also plans an arena 
and recently in Rome a bull fight was 
staged which was cheered by the large 
crowd that witnessed it. In Mexico 
some of the most illustrious of Span- 
ish toreadors have been imported tc 
go on tour as though they were 
grand opera stars, and the people

In this crisis 
of his affairs he noted that a clock 
in his chamber failed to keep time 
and he occupied himself in setting 
it to rights. He then observed that

INSPECTION OF IMPORTED 
NURSERY STOCK 


On September first the new regula- 
tions under the Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act, issued by the Department 
of Agriculture go into effect. All 
importers of nursery stock, which 
includes all plants for ornamental 
purposes or propagation, such as 
trees, shrubs, vines, bulbs, perennials 
ete., except seeds, will be required to 
secure a permit before the shipments 
are brought into Canada. Import- 
ations of nursery stock must be in- 


spected before leaving the country 
of origin and a certificate of inspec- 
tion must accompany the _ invoice 
Importations from countries other 


than the United States can enter 
Canada only through the ports of 
St. John, N. B., Montreal, Que. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., and Vancouver 
B At these ports the shipments 
will be reinspected or in the case of 
large consignments, they may be per- 
mitted to proceed to destination for 
inspection. The importation of cer- 


tain plants has been prohibited on|‘ 


account of insect pests or plant 
diseases, Persons intending to bring 
in nursery stock from the United 
States or other countries, are advised 
to write for information to the 
Secretary, Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act Advisory Board, Departnient 
of Agriculture, Ottawa.

CANADIAN FRUIT ON EXHIBI- 
TION IN ENGLAND 


The Imperial Fruit Show, which 
is to be held in Manchester, England 
at the end of October and the early 
days of November, has special sign- 
ificance for Canada this year. The 
British apple crop will be light, while 
Canada will have a fine lot of fruit to 
dispose of. Canadian fruit is to be 
well represented at this show, nct 
only in the competitive Overseas 
Section, but the Fruit Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
will make a display that will be of 
special significance. Fruit inspectors 
of the Department, it is reported, by 
the Fruit Commissioner, are at pres- 
ent looking over commercial orchards 
in the different parts of Canada with 
a view to locating the sources of the 
samples that are to be displayed. The 
Branch will have an imposing booth 
which will contain pictorial and other 
representations of the Canadian fruit 
industry. From the standpoint of the 
given special consideration as the 
Board of judges will contain a Can- 
adian representative who will be 
nominated by the Fruit Commissioner 
The members of the Board will con- 
sist of three men, one each from 
Great Britain and Canada, and a 
neutral judge.

Jimmy Wilde, a Welshman, lost the 
only world’s title that remained in the 
possession of British pugilism. He 
failed to a Filipino after one of the 
greatest exhibitions of sheer cour- 
age ever seen in the ring. | Never- 
theless, he failed. Now American 
citizens hold most of the ring cham- 
pion ships, the glowing exception be- 
ing the featherweight title worn hon- 
orably by yy Criqui. It is true 
that among the American champions 
are men of Jewish and other alien 
blood, the Jews indeed figuring 
prominently in many ranks. They do 
not grow to be big men as a rule, but 
for their ounces there are none bet- 
ter than the Jews. They figured 
prominently in the old P. R. annals 
of Egnland. Then for a long time 
they appeared to have forgotter 
what had been nicknamed the noble 
art of self-defence, Later on, when 
the ring began to interest them as 
financiers and capitalists, they  re- 
turned in strength. 


Ancient and Modern 


Not long ago Bohun Lynch, a dis- 
tinguished amateur, wrote a book 
called “Knuckles and Gloves” in 
which he recalled some of the anci- 
ent worthies of the ring, and made 
some comments upon their perfom- 
ances. One of them seems rather 
shocking. Speaking of Broughton 
who held the championship between 
1738 and 1750, he says: “I would 
gladly make the foolish and un- 
profitable bet that if Broughton, in 
his prime and with his bare fists 
could be transplanted to these later 
days he would not stand for one 
minute before Joe Beckett with the 
gloves on.” We are sorry to hear 
it, for Beckett is one of the most 
unprofitable of British champions 
Nevertheless it is probably true, for 
the art of boxing has made tre- 
mendous strides. The difference be- 
tween a blow with the knuckles is not 
as great as is suggested, however 
In fact one can be stunned as read- 
ily with the glove as with the fist 
though the knuckles do more dam- 
age in so far as cutting the skin is 
concerned, 


Father of Pugilism 


Figg is accepted as the father of 
British boxing, and he was follow- 
ed by Broughton. It is related that 
once the latter was taken by his 
patron the Duke of Cumberland to 
Berlin, where he was shown a com- 
pany of Frederick’s Guards made 
up of giants assembled from vari- 
ous nations. Broughton was asked 
what he though of them, and he 
said that he would like nothing bet- 
ter than taking on the whole com- 
pany one after the other, begining 
with the flank man, stipulating that 


=|he be served with a breakfast be- 


tween each bout. Shortly afterward 
Broughton lost his title to a man 
named Slack, who was a crude 
fighter and greatly underestimated 
by the lordly champion. Then came 
one of the most famous of the anci- 
ents, “Gentleman Jackson, a mag¢ 
nificent figure of a man who wore 
a scarlet coat, elaborate ruffles and 
bell-crowned hat. Jackson, it would 
appear, won his fame lightly. He 
fought only three regular battles 
He beat an unknown, then lost a 
fight and finally won from Mendoza 
the champion, by questionable 
means. Mendoza wore his hair long 
and gave Jackson an_ opportunity 
of seizing a handful of it while he 
eg the champion with the other 
ist. 


The Great Belcher 


“Jem” Belcher was another fam- 
ous fighter of the period, and it is 
related that when he wore a certain 
kind of cravat it was immediately 


-|adopted by half the bucks of Eng- 


land. Bendigo made his name fam- 
ous in the ring and this fame was 
swollen by the fact that it was 
adopted by a racehorse and a bish- 
opric, Belcher was perhaps the 
most illustrious figure of the anci- 
ent ring. He was called the Na- 
poleon of the sport, his friends be- 
lieving that they were thus  com- 
plimenting the Emperor. Says a 
writer in the New York Herald:— 

“It is idle to conjecture how the 
bruisers of the past would fare if 
pitted against the men of to-day 
but there is no question that  Bel- 
cher was a fine fighter, though 
whether, at the pinnacle of his 
prowess, he was the best in the his- 
tory of the ring, as some contend 
is merely opinion, The inventor of 
a new and unorthodox style, a mar- 
vel of speed and hitting power, he 
came out of the west of England as 
a youth to tumble over the best men 
that coud be pitted against him 
How far he might have gone had 
not fate intervened no one can say 
He had established a supremacy that 
was unquestioned when his eye was 
shattered by a racquet ball. Thus 
handicapped, it was thought that 
he was through with the ring for- 
ever, but against the advice of his 
friends he returned to it to fall be- 
fore the youth and unimpaired vigor 
of Hen Pearce, the “Game Chichen,” 
and the slow but indomitable Tom 
Cribb.” 


International Combats 


Cribb was one of the gentlest of men 
jand kindliest of publicans, He achiev- 
ed fame by upholding the honor of 
England against the American negro 
Molyneux. This was the first of the 
great international battles among 
heavyweights from the two  coun- 
tries for the championship, the last 
being when Fitzsimmons lost to Jef- 
fries, or perhaps when Burns lost 
to Johnson, Gully was a colorful 
figure in the old days, and became 
a member of Parliament. Not long 
ago one of his descendants was 
Speaker of the British Commons 
The author of “Knuckles and Gloves’ 
relates an anecdote springing out of 
Bendigo’s battles with Ben Caunt, 
in which he showed little sportsman- 
ship. Bendigo became religious and 
turned revivalist. One day Lord 
Longford, his former backer, met him 
in strange garb and asked him what 
he was doing. Bendigo replied that

FIFTY YEARS SINCE MOODY'S 
GREAT JOURNEY 


Fifty years ago Dwight L. Moody 
and Ira Sankey made their famous 
evangelical journey to Europe, and 
the anniversary is being recalled in 
many quarters by those whom the 
trip interested. 

A British writer has termed that 
visit the scource of the most power- 
ful religious revival since the days 
of John Wesley. Europe could no 
more resist the appeal of those 
American evangelists than could 
their own country, Eminent divines 
who gave them the cold shoulder 
on their arrival in England later 
joined whole-heartedly in the great 
religious movement which swept 
the continent. Henry Drummond 
a young man at that time prepar- 
ing for the ministry, worked with 
the American missionerys for two 
years. An audience of 13,000 persons 
greeted those unknown preachers 
from across the sea at their first 
meeting in Birmingham; larger 
crowds turned out in larger cities. In 
Dublin a band of atheists tried te 
break up the meeting, but the next} 
day the sum of £1,500 was paid in for 
revival purposes. Moody was no 
novice at saving souls when he sailed 
for Liverpool. He had been at it for 
sixteen years. 


Religious as a Boy. 


- It was as a small boy of seven 
that Dwight Moody first felt the 
efficacy of prayer. He was driving 
home the cows on his father’s farm 
at Northfield, Mass., when one of 
them fell upon him. He told his moth- 
er afterwards that he did not know 
what to do, so he “just prayed.” 

Young Dwight was one of ‘nine 
children. He was muscular, active 
and full of mischief. Though he 
went to school until he was 16, his 
escapades were more numerous than 
his merit marks. When nearing 18 he 
went to Boston and entered his uncle’s 
shoe store. He soon outstripped all the 
other salesmen in number of sales. 
Even at this early date, religion was 
uppermost in his mind, and he be- 
came a member of the Mount Vernon 
Congregational Church. 

In the Fall of 1855, Dwight set out 
for Chicago, and it. was here that 
the young man_ started the work 
which placed his name among the 
great religionist of the world. Still 
making his living selling shoes, he 
found time to gather up a crowd of 
ragged urchins, whom he taught each 
Sunday at a church in his neighbor- 
hood. Then he rented four pews in 
the church and kept them filled with 
people he brought in off the streets 
The sailors along the river front were 
his next converts. 


Worked in the Slums. | 


Down a byway near North Market 
Street he stumbled upon a_ resort 
known as “The Sands,” a rendezvous | 
of thieves, gamblers and other shady | 
characters. With his usual zeal he 
undertook to clean up this moral 
cesspool. Saving souls took time, and 
he found it necessary to give up the 
shoe business and devote all his en- 
ergy to the many problems he met in 
the Chicago streets. He rented a 
saloon in 1857, and without tract or 
testament started his series of meet- 
ings which taxed to capicity the small 
quarters, Whether he offered any in- 
ducement to the older members of 
his flock for regular attendance is not 
written down in the record of those 
early days, but maple sugar he found 
to be a great attraction to the young 
and he kept his pockets well supplied 
with the delicacy. In less than a year 
the young preacher had enrolled 650 
persons in his impoverished school 
He rented a larger room over the 
saloon, and with the help of two 
friends and more maple sugar con- 
tinued the work. Though persecuted | 
by the denizens of “The Sands” he/ 
kept to his programme for six years | 
Many of those he dragged out of a} 
miserable life became useful members | 
of society. Volunteers came forward | 
to help him with the teaching; the} 
reputation of the school on North 
Market Street spread. President 
Lincoln, among other notables, visit- 
ed it. 


Moody an Aggressive Man. | 


Those who knew Moody say his 
religion was of the aggressive, soul- 
saving kind. He held that Christians 
should attack the stronghold of sin 
Their religion should not be passive. 
That was not the way to relp the 
needy, He bought a pony to help him 
in roaming the poor neighborhoods 
He would arrive at the door of the 
school with the small animal almost 
entirely covered with street arabs 
other ragamuffins holding to the 
beast’s tail. The North Market hall 
became too small for the increasing 
number of converts. One thousand 
young scholars and three hundred 
parents taxed the capacity of that 
early saloon. With the approval of 
the ministers of the city, a district 
church was established, and with their 
help and sanction a special code of 
doctrine was drawn up. The new code 
embodied all evangelical and Scriptu- 
ral points of the Divinity, but Moody 
had always followed an undogmatic 
plan in his meetings and he continued 
to do so. Moody believed in the direct 
appeal—the personal contact. He of- 
ten made as many as two hundred 
visits a day on his parishioners, A 
call for nelp, as always answered 
and Dwight Moody had many calls.

(a) PROHIBITION—Meaning thereby a 
continuance and development of the present 
liquor legislation; that is, meaning the aboli- 
tion of the sale of all liquors excepting for 
strictly medicinal, sacramental, manufactur- 
ing and scientific purposes. 


(b) LICENSED SALE OF BEER—Mean- 
ing thereby the sale of beer in licensed hotels 
and other premises as provided in the proposed 
Temperance Act. 


(c) GOVERNMENT SALE OF BEER— 
Meaning thereby the sale of beer by or through 
government vendors for consumption in pri- 
vate residences under government control and 
regulation, other liquors to be sold through 
doctors’ prescription for medicinal purposes,

consumed on licensed premises and in private 
residences; wines and spirits to be purchased 
in limited quantities under permit issued by the 
government, under government control and re- 
gulation.
